[H'obably never been published before. 


Most interesting was the story of 


how the lead deposits at Xew Galena 
were discovered many years ago as the 
resnH of a farmer's curiosity being 
aroused by the fact that some of the 
rocks he picked up were so much 
heavier than the ordinary ones. He- 
marking upon it to Jesse Moore, then 
n blacksmith in the vicinity, he was 
told to bring several of the rockn to 
the smith, and when he did Moore 
succeeded in some way inamolting the 
ore in the furnace. He found it very 
rich with the metal, but it was not 
until many years later that the min- 
ing of the ore was taken up. 


Mr. Geil also talked of some of the 


old school masters he had known be- 
fore the public, schools were known, 
and among others mentioned Christian 
Uurkholdei1, Samuel Jennings Denyer, 
Thomas J. Clark and Henry Bertel. 
All of these men, he said, "were Ger- 
man Meiinomtes, for it was amoug 
this sect that the best educated men 
were to be found in those days. Burk-

This bill pro\ ides for another increase 
in salaries f,,r the judiciary. 
It in- 


creases the pay of Supreme 
Court 


from $10,000 lo $14,000 per year. 
In 


Bucks aud other counties of less than 
90,000 population the salaries are rais- 
ed to 17,600. 
Judge Stout's salary 


at the present time is $5,000 per year. 
When Harnimi Yerkes was Judge of 
the Bucks county courts his couipcn- 
mtion was $4, "iOO per year. The in- 
creases in these salaries will add 
$SSO,OOOa year to the State's expenses.

After Ihe Revolution, Washington 


went to Mount Vernon, thinking to 
spend the rest of his 
life there, but 


this was not to be. He was very fond 
of llshiiig, 
fox-hunting 
nnd other 


sports, and they occupied the greater 
part of his time while there. 


Ho was culled to be President of 


tlie United .States in 17S». When In- 
left the presidency, hengiiln returned 
to Mount 
Vernou, but he did not 


have long to remnin. AfUr living iu 
p»uu» aud 
•omfort, for about two 


years, and nine mouths, his earthly 
eaix-er came to an end.
